A large beer will look very miucl: like 
a small one in St. Louis soon, 
ers make the 15 to 2 per.cent increase 
in price’ which they say they ‘will be 
compelled to make. 

Within a few weeks St. Louis brew- 
ers predict the price of a barrel of beer 
will have to be raised about one-sixth, 
making the price $7 to the saloon keep- 
er where $6 is'charged now. The same 
increase will be made in the price cf 
bottled beef. 

Otto F. Stffel said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday that he expected to 
see the-increase made general within 
the next few weeks. 

“We ought to be charging more new,” 
he said. ‘'The price of materials has 
increased so greatly that there is no 
profit left fer the brewer. The presént 
prices cannot continue longer than the 
old stock lasts... Ae long @q the large 
breweries have stock bought. at the old 
prices it m&y be that all the brewers 
will have to sell at the old price. 

will “Affect the “Growler.” 
..‘*The increase will affect the. ‘growler’ 
purchaser, who will get less for his 
nickel or dime. 
will probably gét*'ess, but not»enough 
less to be very noticeable. It is not 
lixely that the Saloon men: will raise 
the price of-a glass of keg beer, but 
they may use smaller glasses. 

August A. Busch said that the matter 
of increasing the price had-not been 
passed .on at the Anheuser-Busch -brew- 
ery, but said that higher cost of ma- 
terial. might. bring the question before 
the company. 

“We pay. $1.10 a bushel for- barley, 
where we paid 55 cents a year ago," he 
said. 

A dispatch from Washington to the 
Post-Dispatch says that the price of 
beer witl be increased all over the 
United States because of the increase in 
cost of material and wage requirements. 
The Philadelphia brewers have made 
such an increase.

i F THE clergy could unmarry as well as marry, 
they would be far mere busily employed than in 
their busiest times now,” said the Right. Rev. 
John Sheepshanks, Bishop of Norwich, at the Church 
Congress* now in session in England, and won enthusi- 
istic applause by the remark. 

Marriages were regretted, said the Bishop, because 
they were hasty and ill-considered. Selfishness and 
temper caused most marital misery, men being more 
selfish than women. Husbands should kiss their wives 
oftener, he declared, and remember their birthdays and 
anniversaries, and they should always be the first to 
seek a reconciliation. 

“Women long for a demonstration of affection,’ he 
added. And he was right. But few women are so ob- 
tuse as to care for mere demonstration without affec- 
tion and the man who really loves his wife rarely needs to be: told to let 
her know It. 

The state kiss, the tepid touch of custom, are about the most dishearten- 
ing things in the: world; and no woman wants them once she has found them 
out, though she may for.a long time try to deceive herself as to their 
quality. 

Men, so far as the affections are concerned, -are excellent liars but. bad 
actors. A.man may simylate the beginning of emotion. but he cannot dis- 
guise its end. .The woman who does not know when his love. grows cold is 
the willing victim of: self-deception. Love may die as many different deaths 
as Sarah Bernhardt.on the stage, but there is an inevitable death rattle to 
them. all.

and King of Spain, who-.was known as “Joan the Fool.’’ She loved her hus-

Divorce is the surgery of life. Perhaps the tendency of our times in di- 
vorce, as well as in appendicitis, is to operate too quickly. What was for- 
merly treated at home by simple. household remedies is now the subject of 
hasty and sometimes unnecessary surgery. 

~I have known several unhappy marriages among my acquaintances, and 
in only one fnstance have I been able to decide whether husband or wife 
was in the wrong.

Whéat Yeild as Expected, Cor 
Condition Bullish at 78.—

_Lotal wheat developed into a very 
nervous affair towards, the last of 
Wedhesday’s session, and the early ad- 
Vances were well sustained, the close 
being %@ic higher for the day. Liver- 
pool ‘cables closed 1d higher on all 
gtadeés of spot wheat and 144d to ld 
higher on the futures. Paris closed % 
higher, on both wheat and flour. Ant- 
werp wheat %@l%c higher, Berlin wheat 
1%c:lower, and Budapest wheat %c high- 
er. The preliminary Government esti- 
mates on the yield of spring wheat make 
it 13.1 bu to the acre, which compares 
with 13.7 finally estimated in 1906, 147 
in 190, and a 10-vear average of 14.0, 
The total yield of spring wheat is esti- 
mated at 216,067,000 bu. The total yield 
of spring and winter wheat combined, 
as indicated by the final estimates of a 
year ago. These estimates are subject 
to stich revision and correction as may 
be déemed proper when the final reports 
are received in December. 

Prices continued on their upward 
trend at the opening. Sentiment in the 
pit was bullish, and though the buying 
was Of a moderate and insignificant sort, 
the good longs were unwilling to sell, 
and offerings from other sources were 
ecarce. Cold and sleet were again re- 
ported over a large part of the West 
and Northwest, and this is expected to 
delay harvesting for several days. Tra- 
ders were impressed by the mianner in 
which Liverpool is keeping pace with 
our advances, this being the chief fea- 
ture, and the light receipts in the North- 
wést ard higher export bids also en- 
couraged the buyings. It is a surpris- 
ing fact, however, that despite the high- 
er bids, offerings of Wheat for export 
were smal] agd little business was done. 
Néw York houses reported only about 
teh loads marked near the close. Ex- 
porters in the Southwest have advanced 
their prices sharply, which are now sev- 
eral cents over the high prices being 
pid. There was a good demand, how- 
ever, Winipeg also reporting higher 
and there Was a sharp ad- 
vance in foreign bids for Minneapolis 
flour. Receipts of wheat at western 
winter-wheat markets continue some- 
‘what over those of a year ago, but 
 shipriénts are very liberal, and stocks 
still decreasing. .here were some for- 
eign damage reports, the chief of which 
came from Russia, Indla and Austrailia. 

Decéniber wheat opened %c higher at 
101%B%c, sagged to 101%c, fluctuated be- 
tween lutgc and 1014%¢, and advanced 
to 102%%c May wheat ned \4%@%c 
higher at 108%c, advanced to 108%c, sag- 
géd to, 108%, and advance to 109.
